Charles McDermott, of Monticello, Arkansas 


Improvement in Appraratus for Navigating the Air. 


Specification forming part of Letters Patent No. 133,046, dated November 12, 1872. 


To all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that I, Charles McDermott, of Monticello, in the 
county of Drew and in the State of Arkansas, have invented certain 
new and useful Apparatus for Navigating the Air; and do hereby 
declare that the following is a full, clear, and exact description 
thereof, reference being had to the accompanying drawing mak- 
ing part of this specification, in which— 

Figure 1 is a plan view of the upper side of my device; and 
Figs. 2 and 3 are, respectively, a front and side elevation of the 
same. 

Letters of like name and kind refer to like parts in each of the 
figures. 

The object of my invention is to furnish a means whereby the 
air can be navigated without the employment of gas or other 
equivalent means for securing buoyancy; and it consists princi- 
pally in a vertical series of vanes, arranged upon or within a 
suitable frame, and having an angle of about five degrees from a 
horizontal line, in combination with suitable apparatus for propel- 
ling and guiding the device, substantially as and for the purpose 
hereinafter shown. It consists, when each ofits parts is constructed 
and further, in the means employed for controlling the vertical 
course of the device, substantially as is hereinafter shown and 
described. It consists, finally, in the apparatus as a whole, com- 
bined, substantially as and for the purpose hereinafter specified. 

In the annexed drawing, A and A represent two or more bars 
arranged in vertical and parallel lines, and connected together at 
a point slightly below their longitudinal centers by means of a 
horizontal bar, B. Secured to or upon each vertical bar A, imme- 
diately below the cross-bar B, is a bar, C, which extends outward 
to an equal distance in opposite directions and has a inclination of 
about five degrees from a horizontal line. From or near the outer 
ends of the cross-bar B a series of wires, D, extend upward and 
downward to points upon the outer vertical bars A, and after being 
firmly attached to said bars, extend horizontally across, through or 
around the intermediate bars A, and have their ends of said cross- 
bar. Other wires, E, pass outward from or near one end of said 
cross-bar and are connected to or with bars C, and, passing 
through or around each bar of said series, having their opposite 
ends attached to or upon the opposite end of said cross-bar. The 
ends of the bars C are connected together by means of wires F, 
which extend between the same, while the vertical positions of 
said ends are insured by brace-wires G which, from the same, 
extend upward and downward to the ends of the outer vertical bars 
A. Secured to or upon the outer vertical bars A, at equidistant 


points, are a series of short cross-bars, H, which have the same 
inclination as the bars C, and are connected to or with each other 
by means of brace - wires I, which pass from the upper and lower 
ends of said cross-bars. The cross-bars II furnish a support for the 
vanes K, which are composed of suitable textile fabric and extend 
horizontally between the corresponding opposite bars. Pivoted at 
their longitudinal enters, to or between the center cross-bars O, are 
two strips of wood, L, which have a length equal to about two- 
thirds the length of the device and are suitably braced by means of 
the device and are suitably braced by means of wires M, which 
extend from the ends of the outer cross-bars C upward and 
downward to or near a point midway between the ends and centers 
of said strips L. At or near each end of the strips L are hinged two 
or more vanes, N, which are so arranged as to “feather” when 
moved forward and to occupy a position in a line which said strips 
when moved rearward. Upon the opposite or rear end of the cross- 
bars C are pivoted the ends of two bars, O, which extend rearward 
and are connected together by means of a brace-rod, P, which 
passes outward from the ends of the outer bars C to and across 
from the ends of said bars O. A piece of cloth, Q, is stretched 
horizontally across the bars O, and as the rear ends of the latter are 
raised or lowered the whole operates as a guide fro the main frame 
and directs its course upward or downward. Immediately below 
the cross-bar or brace B, and between the center vertical bars A, 
is placed a board, R, upon which the operator is supported. This 
board or support may be rigidly secured in place, or it may be 
pivoted at its center so as to be capable of motion in a vertical plane 
and enable the operator, who lies upon his back or face, to assume 
the angle found most desirable. From the propeller-bars or strips 
L, above and below their longitudinal centers, suitable wires S 
pass inward and are to be connected with the feet of the operator, 
so that by alternately drawing up and extending his legs an 
oscillating movement will be given to said propeller so as to cause 
the pivoted vanes of the latter to “feather” or to impluge against 
the air as they pass forward or rearward, by which means the entire 
device is moved forward within and against the air, which latter, 
operating upon the inclined lower surfaces of the fixed vanes K, 
exerts an upward pressure which corresponds in degree to the 
inclination of said vanes and the velocity of the air. The guiding- 
vane is operated by means of cords or wires T which pass from or 
near the outer ends of each bar O upward or downward and inward 
to and around the end of across-bar, U, which is secured vertically 
upon said bar O near its longitudinal center. From the ends of the 
bar U the wires or cords pass inward to the operator, who, by 
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pulling inward upon the upper or the lower set, can correspond- 
ingly elevate or depress the guiding-vane and change the vertical 
course of the machine. 

The dimensions of the various portions of the device, when 
constructed for one operator, are as follows: The vertical bars have 
a length of sixteen feet; the cross-bar B thirty-two feet, the cross- 
bar C, eight feet; the propeller, twelve feet long, with vanes four 
inches wide; the guiding-vane, three feet wide and six feet long. 

The operation of this device is as follows: The operator places 
himself upon the support R with his face upward, his feet con- 
nected to or with the cords for actuating the propeller, and the 
cords of the guiding-vane in his hands, in which position he is 
enabled, by alternately drawing and extending outward his legs, 
to give a forward motion to the machine, while, by means of the 
guiding-vane, the course of the same is easily controlled. 

Having thus fully set forth the nature and merits of my 
invention, what I claim as new is— 

1. A series of vanes, K, arranged horizontally within a 
vertical frame, constructed as shown, and having each an angle, 
transversely, of about five degrees from a horizontal plane, in 
combination with propelling and guiding devices, substantially as 
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and for the purpose specified. 

2. Incombination with the vertical series of inclined vanes 
and with their supporting-frame, the propeller shown, consisting 
of the pivoted bars L provided with the hinged vanes N and 
operated by means of the wires S, substantially as and for the 
purpose shown. 

3. Incombination with the vertical series of inclined vanes 
and with their supporting frame, the guiding-vane composed of 
the bars O, brace-rod P, and cloth Q, and operated by means of the 
wires T and cross-bars U, substantially as and for the purpose 
shown and described. 

4. The device as a whole, consisting of the supporting- 
frame, vertical series of inclined vanes, propeller and guiding- 
vanes, when said parts are constructed and combined, substan- 
tially as and for the purpose specified. 

In testimony that I claim the foregoing I have hereunto set my 
hand this 20th day of June 1872.

He was born in West Feliciani 
Parish, La. and was graduated 
from Yale university. He studied 
medicine under his brother-in-law 
He was outspoken for the Confe- 
derate cause during the War Be-/ » 
tween the States, and was saved 
from hanging by Federal soldiers 
when his daughters hauled him 
away from his home in a wagon. 
He was seriously il and the soldi- 
ets were advancing, 


Officers had ordered his home 
sacked and burned, but the order 
was countermanded by a captain 
who recognized him as a former 
Yale classmate from a photograph 
left behind in the house. 

A selentist at heart, he was an 
original member of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad compariy.

teresting historical records were read, | 
Among these was a paper written for 
the ocvasion Ly the Rev. N. Smylie at 
ihe: request of the pastor. 

Mr, Smylie is eminently fitted for’ 
such a task by his rich Presbyterian ’ 
ancestry. James Smylie of Scotland : 
come with several of his sons and 
their families to North Carolina in 
the yesr 1776, and from thence re-. 
moved rome years later to the new 
territory of Misgiesippi, locating at) 
Old Washington, then capital of the | 
territory. Here his eon, Rev. Senet 
Smylie, organized Gld Pine Ridge | 
‘Charch in 1904, which was the. first | 
Presbyterian Church south of Nash-! 
ville. In 1808 the Rev. James!

nearby, called Bethany Presbyterian | 
Church, and was paster for nearly ! 
twenty years, serving all this section 
along the river.

Church, later called the Dermott 
Presbyterian Church, which existed 
for many years with services before

History of Dermatt Church 
By Rev. N. Smylie. 

The Dermott Presbyterian Church 
was organized in 1868 under the 
guidance of Rev, J. A. Dickson, at 
that time pastor of the church at 
MonticeNo. This was many years be- 
fore the existence of the town of Der- 
mott. The east and west branch of 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad had at 
that time been completed from Ar- 
kansas City as fer as Collins. There 
may have been a railroad switch with- ; 
in the present Umits of Dermott, but ; 
the oply sign of a town at that time | 
consisted of a church on the lot now! 
owned by Mr. John Golden, and a, 
general’ merchandise store adjacent 
to the church facing the Gaines Land- 
ing Road, kept by'M. B. Shaw and 
Mathew Allison. 

Although we have no record of any 
previous organization, there had been 
a settlement of Presbyterians in the 
vicinity of Dermott many years be- 
fore the organization of the church. 
Among the names of these early set~ 
tlers are those of McDermott, Ander- 
son, Daniels, Lowry, Clark, “Hurd, 
Shaw and Smylie. These people 
were .from Amite and Wilkerson 
Counties of Mississippi. Among 
them were three ordained elders, 
Way Anderson and Wiliam R. Dan- 
jela of Bethany Church, Amite Coun- 
ty, and Charles McDermott, of Weod- 
ville, Mississippi. These were people 
of Scotch lineage, and were strong on 
Sabbath observance, family worship, 
and catechetical instruction in the 
family, They built a house of wor- 
ship and the elders maintained wor- 
ship on the Sabbath when a minister 
was not available. Although there 
have been many reeruits from other 
sources, the descendants of these peo- 
ple, together with an influx of mem- 
bers from Monticello and-Mount Zion 
churches of Drew County, still consti- 
tute the bulk of the Dermott Presby- 
terian Church. 

Charles McDermott, Sr, was of 
Catholic antecedents. He was con- 
verted to Protestantism while a stu- 
dent of Yale College, was ordained 
an elder at Woodville, Mississippi, 
came to Arkansas in 1682, and con- 


tinued for 50 years to be an elder 


and exponent of Presbyterianism to 
his neighbors, 

Way Anderson was ordained an 
elder in Bethany Church of Mississip- 
pi, returned to that community after 
a few years in Arkansas, reared a 
large family, and continued to ex- 


treme old age to be an influential |: 


elder among his home people. He 
was 4 brother of Capt. Jim Anderson, 
many of whose descendants continue

William R. Daniels was for many" 
years closcly associated with the | 
writer's father ia old Bethany Church 
as Pastor and elder before the Civil |

It} 
is a privilege to have one of hia 
daughters with us on this oecasion, 
Mrs. Ida Anderson, who still holds 
her membership with this Dermott!

| Crippen, of Dallas Texas, and Charles 
|| McDermott, Jr, of Santa Monica, 
California, are the three surviving 
members of the organization of 1868. 
The original house of worship was 
largely a private enterprise of the 
elder Charles McDermott. He built 
it in the Southeast corner of his front 
yard for a place of worship for his 
white neighbors, and a place of as- 
semblage and instruction for his 
negroes, This house was blown away 
{by a storm. Another house was built 
after the war, and was in use when 
the Church was ‘organized in 1868. 
Still another house was later used, lo- 
eated on the lot behind where the 
present Dermott Hotel now stands, 
This house was at first a union 
ehurch, but afterward became the 
property of the Methodists, and the 
Presbyterians secured the lot on Pet- 
ticord Street, where their present 
chureh is built. 

At the organization in 1868, Judge 
J. F. Lowry and Pineo Hurd were 
elected elders, and M. B. Shaw a 
deacon, The church took the name 
‘lof Bethany from the old home church 

in Mississippi. Chas. MeDermott, 

Sr, was at that time in British Hon- 

duras, to which country he had emi-! 

grated after the Civil War. He re-} 
turned to the United States after aj” 
few yoors, and was made and con~ 
jtinued to be an elder in the church 

until the time of his death in 1884. 

M. BY Shaw, an ox-confederate sol- 

dier, soon after the organization, 

turned his attention to the ministry, 
was ordained by Ouachita Presbytery, 
rmoved to Louisiana and spent his life 
‘as pastor of the churches of Clinton 
and Jackson in that state, and Cen- 
‘terville, Missiaippi. Mx. Shaw with

Tribute of Respect 
A special meeting of Hamburg Aus. of the W. M. Society of the Little Rock Conference of the M.E. South, was held 
February, in regard to the death of Mrs. M. C. Bell, who filled the office of Cor. Sec. of the Board, and appointed a 
committee to draft suitable resolutions, which were adopted, as follows: To the Board of W. M. Society of Hamburg, 
Arkansas: 
Your committee appointed committee to draft suitable resolutions in regard to the untimely death of our sister officer of 
this Board, Mrs. M. C. Bell, would submit the following: 


Mary E. C. Shipman was born in the county of Green, in the State of Alabama, on the 29th day of June, 1845. She was 
the daughter of Rev. E. R. and Mary Shipman. She was married to John C. Bell, on the 10th day of January, 1867, at 
her father’s home in Bridgeville, Alabama, by the Rev. M. W. Stephenson. She, with her husband and her father’s family, 
shortly after, perhaps about the year 1867-8, moved to Beech Creek, in this county, from which place they afterwards 
moved to Parkdale in 1880. Her father being a local preacher of the M. E. Church, Soutn, Sister Bell was in early life 
associated with the preachers of the Church and she was ever their friend and helper as many of them can attest. 
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At Parkdale, Arkansas, her home was always the stopping place of the preacher, and most hospitably was he entertained. 
It then fell ther lot to look after most of the interest of the church, and nobly indeed did she contribute love and labor to 
the cause... 

An invalid from your youth, almost, she aquired a more than superficial knowledge of diseases and thier treatment, and 
much of her goodness was manifested in nursing the sick. Her own suffering brought her so in sympathy with others, she 
seemed impelled by some almost super natural power to respond to any call for ministration at the bedside of a sick friend... 
To her husband, who preceeded her to the Better World a little less than ten years, she was in value far above rubies. The 
one name of Mary for him expressed volumbes of all the attributes of womanhood. They were the parents of three boys, 
two of whom died in infancy, and the youngest survives. She was a devoted mother to her son and one of her brother’s 
little ones, whom she reared as her own. 


To dear old Grandma, (her mother) Willie, Hattie and little grandson Ernest, we extend the profoundest sympathy... 


She made her home among us since May, 1891, and joined our society when it was organized the following year. She was 
vice president the first year, and was afterward elected Cor. Sec., which office she filled until her death. 


Therefore be it resolved, that in the death of Mrs. Bell the town of Hamburg has lost one of its most useful and beloved 
citizens, and that this Board has sustained a most grievious loss, and that her mother and son have sustained a most 
irreparable loss.

Resident Shade Denson 


At the January meeting of ACGS our program was Show 
& Teil. Some very interesting items were shown, among 
them the plaque from the chimmey of the Shade Denson 
house in Lampasas County, Texas. Mr. Frank Denson of 
Crossett was visiting this family home and knew of the 
plaques’ existance and it was not attached to the chimney 
as recorded in history. When he asked the tenents if they 
knew the where abouts of the plaque, a child of the family 
took him to a rubbish heap and pulled out the plaque. Mr. 
Denson rescued the plaque, brought it home and cleaned 
it up and plans to return it to be replaced on the chimeny 
of the house. This is recorded as a Texas Historical 
Landmark. The plaque states that Shade built the house in 
the Civil War era and proclaims his service as a confeder- 
ate soldier and sheriff of Lampasas County in trying 
times. 


Lampasas. County from 1870 to 
1874 in the time of the deadly 
feuds and local defiance of the 
Reconstruction Government in 
Texas. He was shot and killed 
in the line of duty by one Mark 
Short. 

Denson’s son swore to kill 
Short, and did so after “giving 








him one more Sunday tarlive. pe 
The son fled the state, but later’: 
returned to stand trial, where 
he came clear. 

Sheriff Denson is buried in 
the Sparks Cemetery located 
near the home he built.

ROMs which are organized as follows: 


International Genealogical Index 


This is a very large collection of individual vital records of births and marriages. Tens of millions of peopie 
are included. In most cases names of parents or spouse are included. They are organized by country or 
geographical area. We have records from North America, British Isles, Germany, Mexico and Europe. These 
records are taken from information gathered by LDS Church members and processed by LDS Temples 
through March 1993. 


Ancestral File 


This is acollection of family group and pedigrees (or family trees) sent in to the LDS Church Family History 
Library by persons doing family history research all over the world. You can trace a listed ancestor’s pedigree 
or descendants as far back or forward as information in the file allows. Both LDS Church members and 
nonmembes have contributed. You are also urged to contributed your nonmembers have contributed. You are 
also urged to contribute your research. Names of submitters are listed so you many coordinate your research. 
Names of submitters are listed so you may coordinate your work with others. It contains submissions through 
August 1992. 


Social Security Index 
This includes entries from the U.S. Social Security Death Master File through January 1989. 
Military Index 


This lists individuals in the U.S. military service who died or who were declared dead in Korea or Vietnam 
from 1980 to 1975. 


Family History Library Catalog 

This describes the records of the LDS Church Family History Library in Salt Lake City, Utah. Many of the 
listed sources are available on microfilm or microfiche and’can be rented for use in a Family History Center. 
The computer can do a search by family name or locality and then supply a list and brief description of the 


item in the library.

Dear Sister I now seat my self to ancer your kind and welcom letter which we received a short time ago and was glad 
to here that you & your family were all well. we are all well as this leves us at presant thank god for her blessing 
to us for good helth is far better than riches Now dear sister we have an extra good croop here this year this year 
everything is cheep & times is doing very well any person that will work can do well My mother is in her usual helth 
but she is not very well at the best she is allways glad to here from you it satifies her to here from you we were glad 
to here that you were doing so well & I wish you well & to do well I sopose that you are going to put William to some 
trade when you have him at the school we are glad to here that you are making good schoolars of them for it is the 
best portion that you can give them for then the can earn ther living easy and beside the can go into any company 
we have the corn all cut & in & we have all done now but the potaties to raise & we are just comencing to build A 
new byer (?) & stable for the cows and mair we had A field of flex that Drew near 40 pounds we have it milled & 
sold & it done very well for it was very good we have about 20 pounds worth of young pigs & we have a sow that 
we bought at seven pound ten we have 4 cows & 2 heffers so I want to let you know how we are doing my father 
is well but he is very far don for he had to work hard & worke very hard yet Dear sister we have all to work hard 
for when We have no brother, it makes us that we have A good Deal of heavy work to do we do every thing that we 
can do Sarah A & Christina are both well & works hard but Christena was very bad with the dyuenesy in her throat 
& we thought she would a died for she was very bad as for Lizy she is a big strong girl & is quit well the all send 
ther very kindest love to you & all your family to William & Thomas John Maryt & Emely & your self so I must 
close with bidding you good by & may the Lord bless you all & all of us that is the best we can have good by rit soon 
please excuse this scrach as my pen is bad. This a pleat of Lizzies hair that she sends you and her very kindest love 
with it. rit soon I remain your loving sister to death.
